TALIB ABDUL-AZIZ, one of four IHOP 
minority owners in the Northeast region is al- 
ways around making sure the customers are 
happy and the employees maintain the high 
standards he has set for his establishment.

James credits his commitment to the IHOP 
and its employees as a desire to see his busi- 
ness succeed as part of a public/private part- 
nership that is pumping new life into a city 
neighborhood.

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Farewell Tribute To A Friend: Bernice Bass 


The following article appeared in The Star Ledger on Friday, January 21, 2000

Bernice Bass never sang a note, 
yet she became one of the nation's 
“most influential names in gospel 
music, hosting a popular radio 
show and organizing a singing 
group that produced several top 
gospel artists. 

“Everyone who was anyone in 
gospel in Newark came through 
Bernice," said the Rev. Lawrence 
Roberts, the retired pastor of First 
Baptist Church of Nutley. “But 
her influence extended way be- 
yond the city." 

Miss Bass, a feisty, no-nonsense 
longtime Newark resident who 
was the long-time host of “News 
and Views,” a music and commu- 
nity news program on WNJR ra- 
dio until the station was sold a de- 
cade ago, was found dead by police 
earlier this week in her South 
Ward home. Although she closely 
guarded her age, friends said she 
was in her early 70s and had been 
in failing health for several years. 

Miss Bass was born in Belle- 
ville, one of two children of a mini- 
ster and a beautician, and lived in 
Newark for most of her life. Until 
her retirement in 1983, she work- 
ed as director of the Administra- 
tive Division of the U.S. Customs 
Service for the Newark Area Re- 
gion II. But she was best known 
for promoting gospel music on ra- 
dio shows she hosted and as a gos- 
pel music historian who knew ev- 
ery major or name in the genre, 
including the Rev. James Cleve- 
land and the legendary Mahalia 
Jackson, who was “like a sister" to 
her, Roberts said. 

The minister, now in his 60s, 
was just’a teenager when he 
joined the Youth Cavalcade, a 
group of young gospel singers or- 
ganized by Miss Bass who sang at 
area churches and on WHBI radio 
in Newark. “Gospel names like 
Charles Watkins, Robert Banks, 
Connie Pitts, Leon Lumpkins, 


Danny Rhodes and James Howard 
were all part of the group,” he 
said. 

Howard — now the Rev. James 
Howard, pastor of the Pentecostal 
Church of Christ of Newark — re- 
called Miss Bass as “a self-made, 
exceptional personality, who was 
extremely candid and would chal- 
lenge you on any point. Even 
though she could be very caustic, 
she was my dear friend. I liked 
her spunk and honesty,” he said. 
“If you tangled with Bernice, you'd 
better do your homework.” 

Albert Lewis, founder of the 
Newark-based World Gospel Mu- 
sic Association, told how Miss 
Bass repeatedly urged him to “re- 
member the pioneers of gospel 
music” on television shows he 
hosts. She was my consultant be- 
cause she was responsible for 
making gospel what it is today in 
Newark,” Lewis said. 

Gospel singer Carrie Smith, 
who starred on Broadway in 
“Black and Blue,” also was in Miss 
Bass’ inner circle. “We met years 
ago at Abyssinian Baptist Church, 
and she remained a good friend 
over the years,” said Smith. 

Friends said Miss Bass became 
increasingly reclusive after the 
death of her only son in 1982. On 
occasion, when she ventured out, 
it was to Smith’s East Orange 
apartment for a holiday dinner. 

Despite her seclusion in the 
Newark home on Keer Avenue 
that she shared with her mother 
until her mother’s death in 1996, 
Miss Bass stayed linked to the 
Newark community via telephone. 

“Often, she’d call in the wee 
hours, and stay on the phone all 
night,” said Roberts. “She was full 
of ideas and suggestions — things 
she thought people should do.” 

Longtime Newark community 
activist Louise Epperson also was 


on the receiving end of nightly:

phone calls from Miss Bass. 

"We'd talk about everything," 
said Epperson. "Lots of times it 
was about Newark politics, gener- 
ally something that had set 
Bernice off." 

Miss Bass' penchant for politics 
made her “News and Views" show, 
a mix of gospel music, community 
announcements and political chat- 
ter, one of WNJR's most popular. 

Over the years, she interviewed 
just about everyone in the fore- 
front of the civil rights movement, 
including the Rev. Martin Luther 
King Jr. and Malcolm X. As noted 
in books about Malcolm's life, she 
was the last news reporter to in- 
terview him — just days before his 
1965 assassination at New York's 
Audubon Ballroom. 

“If you had something to say, 
you could go down to the station 
and Bernice would let you say a 
few words," Epperson said. *If a 
controversial issue arose, she'd 
take a tough stand and lace out 
the culprits." 

“She was almost prophetic, а 
spokesperson for municipal righ- 
teousness, not in the church sense 
but in the vein that people ought 
to stand for what they believe in," 
said Howard. 

While Mayor Sharpe James 
took his share of criticism from 
Miss Bass, he considered her 
"truly admired by both her be- 
loved friends and strangers as an 
outspoken and diligent commu- 
nity organizer, activist and radio 
personality. 

"She was the conscience of New- 
ark and her wit and biting criticism 
of local and national public officials 
knew no bounds," James said. “Мо 
one was immune, not even Sharpe 
James! She challenged all of us to 
live up to our oaths of office, and I 
loved her for it." 

Miss Bass leaves no immediate 
Survivors.
